(Currently Amended) A method of loading a music player with_a music file, 
comprising: 

establishing, with a transceiver associated with a first automobile on which the 
media player is disposed , a first w ireless, peer-to-peer communication path(s) with a 
first remote device(s) to request the a music file be provided to the music plave rf rom th e 
r e mot e d e v i c e , the request to provide being made without a priori knowledge of whether 
the music file resides on the first remote device; and 

receiving, with the transceiver associated with the first automobile, the requested 
music file from a second remote device, through a second peer-to-peer wireless 
communication path (s) from to the second remote device ^, the second remote device 
having the reguested music file, and the second remote device being informed of the 
reguest by the first remote device, as a result of the first remote device not having the 
reguested music file . 

2. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising storing the 
received r e gu e st e d music file into a_non-volatile memor y disposed at the first 
automobile . 

3. (Currently amended) The method of claim 2, wherein the storing_of the requ e st e d 
received music file includes storing the requested music file in a flash memory array 
disposed at the first automobile .

10. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 , furth e r compr i s i ng wherein said 
receiving comprises receiving at least a portion of the reguested music file through a 
cellular communication comprising at le ast a port i on of th e r e qu e st e d mus i c f ile. 

1 1 . (Currently amended) An apparatus comprising: 

a transceiver or a transmitter and a receiver; 

a controller coupled to the transceiver or the transmitter and receiver to control 
the transceiver or transmitte r , assoc i at e d w i th an automob i l e , to establish a first peer-to- 
peer wireless communication path with a first remote transc ei v e r device to r e c e iv e a 
w i r ele ss commun i cat i on i n r e spons e to transmit a reguest to the first remote device to 
provide fo r the apparatus a music file A the reguest to provide to be made to the first 
remote device transc ei v e r without a priori knowledge of whether the music file is 
available fromt o the first remote device transc e iv e r , and to control the transceiver or 
receiver to establish a second peer-to-peer wireless communication path with a second 
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remote device to receive from the second remote device the requested music file, the 
second remote device being informed of the request by the first remote device as a 
result of the first remote device not having the requested music file, whereas the 
second remote device has the requested music file ; and 

a storage medium, coupled with the receive r or transceiver to store thea 
requested music file received by th e r e c e iv e r from tho r e mot e transc ei v e r via the 
second peer-to-peer wireless communication path; 

wherein the transceiver or the transmitter and receiver, the controller, and the 
storage medium are adapted for disposition in a first automobile . 

12. (Currently amended) The apparatus of claim 1 1 , wherein one or more of the 
transmitter, receive r or transceiver arei s adapted to operate in r e c ei v e a Bluetooth™ 
communication. 

13. (Original) The apparatus of claim 1 1 , wherein the storage medium comprises flash 
memory. 

14. (Currently amended) The apparatus of claim 1 1 , wherein the apparatus further 
comprises a media player adapted to plays the requested music file. 

15. (Currently amended) The apparatus of claim 1 1 , wherein tho apparatus requests 
th e r e qu e st e d mus i c fi le from on e or mor e d e v i c e s r e s i d e nt with i n a w i r ele ss, p ee r - to - 
p o or commun i cation n e twork the first and second remote devices are disposed at a 
second and a third automobile, respectively . 

16. (Currently amended) A method comprising: 

receiving at a device a reguestrog, from an automobile remotely disposed from 
the device , to provide a media player disposed in the automobile a music file , the 
reguest being received from a romoto d e vic e through a first wireless peer-to-peer 
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communication path , and transmitted from the automobile without a priori knowledge of 
whether the music file is available from the r e mot e device; and 

forwarding the request to another device, also remotely disposed from the 
device, as a result of the device not having the requested music file, to attempt to have 
the other device to provide r e c ei v i ng, from th e automob ile , at l east a port i on of the 
requested music file to the media player throughja second wireless peer-to-peer 
communication path, if- from the othe r r e mot e device has the reguested music file ^and. 
stor i ng at l east a portion of th e mus i c f ile i n a non - vo l at i l e m e mory. 

17. (Currently amended) The method of claim 16, further comprising p l ay i ng 
transmitting t he music file from the device to the media player of the automobile if the 
device has the reguested music file .' 

18. (Currently amended) The method of claim 16, furth e r compr i s i ng stor i ng th e mus i c 
fi l o i n a databas e couplod to a wiro l oss commun i cat i on network, wher ei n r e c ei ving at 
l east a port i on of tho mus i c f i le i nc l udos rocoiv i ng at l oast a port i on of tho mus i c fi l o 
from th e databas e wherein the device is disposed in a second automobile . 

19. (Currently amended) The method of claim 18, further compris i ng tr a nsf er r i ng th e 
databas e from a comput e r to a s e rv e r, the s e rv e r b ei ng coup l od to th e w i r ele ss 
commun i cat i ons n e twork wherein the other device is disposed in a third automobile . 

20. (Currently amended) The method of claim 16, wherein r o qu o sting a mus i c f il o 
i nclud e s r e qu e st i ng a mus i c fi le from either the first or the second wireless peer-to-peer 
n e twork communication comprises Bluetooth™ communication .

player disposed at the first automobile, the request being made fromte the remote 
transceiver without a priori knowledge of whether the music file is available to th e 
r e mot e transc ei v e r from the system, and to control the transceiver or transmitter to 
forward the request to another system to attempt to have the other system to provide 
the requested music file to the media player of the first automobile through a second 
wireless peer-to-peer communication path between the remote transceiver and the
